They must be rooted out, and the 
loyalty which qualifies their suc- 
cessors must be something more 
positive than the negative virtue 
of not being a known member of 
the Communist party." 


Not A Handful 


Dulles told the World War II 


veterans: 


"When I speak of those 'in au- 


thority,' I have in mind not only 
the handful of conspicuous men at 
the top, but also the hundreds of 
thousands of government servants 
in all branches of public service. 


"A Democratic administration 


has had the responsibility to con- 
duct our foreign affairs during the 
years that led into World War I, 
Into World War II, into the Korean 
War, and that have led us into 
what President Truman this year 
calls 'deadly peril,' and what Gen: 
Eisenhower this week Identified as 
the greatest peril in our nation's 
history." 


Dulles made no further reference 


to the Republican presidential nom- 
inee, whom he advices on foreign 
policy. 


Postlvle Program 


Dtillr* declared: 
"We must abandon the negative,

rom Jack "Greasy Thumb" Guzik as full payment for $900.000 it had 
laimed he owed in taxes and penalties. 
The • eleven-cents-on • the - dollar 


settlement by Gurik, once connect- 
ed with Al Capone's organization 
in Chicago, was one of several dis- 
closed Thursday by the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue as it put Into ef- 
fect a new "open book" policy. 


'New Policy 


Under the. new policy, all cases 


settled on or after Aug. 20 with 
taxpayers for less than the amount 
of taxes assessed will be made 
public. Those before that dale 
will be disclosed upon specific re- 
quests naming the taxpayers in- 
volved. 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue 


said Guzik was granted a com- 
promise for three reasons: doubt 
as to whether he owed the 
full 


amount; inability of investigators 
to determine what he was worth; 
and "reduced earning power." 


For on* thing, agent* could not 


or did not get him to talk about 
his worth, and could get no infor- 
mation from other sources. 


Linked With Capone 


Guzik's name has long been link- 


ed with the old Capone gang and 
other Chicago crime 
syndicates. 


The bureau said he was once 
'treasurer of Capone's set up. Gu- 
zik described himself in his re- 
turn as a partner in a brokerage 
firm. 
His nickname stemmed 


from his habit of thumbing through 
tolls of old, much-worn bills. 


Guzik's compromise settlement 


was made in 1942 after his earlier 
offers—one was as low as $5,000— 
had been turned down by the gov- 
ernment.

Why Do We Need a New Bible? 
New Version Modernizes 17th Century English 


By FRANCES DUNLAP HERON 


NEW YORK—The Egyptian housewife of A. D. 100 


wrote down a new bread recipe in simple, everyday Greek 
words. So did the farmer writing his neighbor a receipt for 
grain, and the merchant dictating his last will and testa- 
ment. Their Greek was quite different from that of Plato 
and Socrates. 


It's not surprising that their Greek was also used by 


Paul and the Gospel writers. For certainly the teachings of 
Jesus were concerned with the be- 
havior of men and women in the 
market place, toward their neigh- 
bois. in their homes, at 
their 


places of woiship. 


For hundreds of years, however, 


Bible tianslatois did not recognize 
the humble character of New Tes- 
tament Gicck. They tned to ap- 
ply the classical Gteek rules of 
grammar, word order and idiom. 


It was not until the dawn of the 


20th Century that archeologists 
digging: into tons of ancient papy- 
rus uncovered startling evidence 
that changed their whole outlook. 
Rescaich icvealed the truth—that 
eveiyday "people's" Greek was 
:he same as that which Paul and 
;he Gospel writeis used. 


Likewise Biblical re&earch, bas- 


ed largely on archeological findings 
duiing the last 50 years, has re- 
sulted in clearer or more accurate 
ranslation of certain Old Testa- 
ment passages.

The 189,000-word report on the oil business had orig- 


inally'been labeled secret by the government. Some of it 
was finally shaken loose after pressure by members ot Con- 
gress But a lot was blue-pencilled and will forever remain 
secret as far as the public is concerned.

cause the subcommittee said the Army hadn't been telling 
the public everything there was to know about the fantastic 
costs of the North African job. 


If in both cases—oil and air bases—the public had been 


kept regularly and adequately informed of the situation, 
there wouldn't have been enough news left in the stories to 
warrant putting them on page one. 


This secrecy business—as far as the government is con- 


cerned—is not a new thing, but it is a growing thing. And 
it's getting a little frightening. 


The bureaucrat's dream—a government which can func- 


tion free from the annoying light of publicity and conse- 
quent public reaction—came a bit closer to reality recently 
when the President, by executive order, extended military 
security to all federal departments. 


A certain amount of such security is, of course, neces- 


sary. But a blanket arrangement covering all departments 
can make it awfully tough for people to find out what's go- 
ing1 on in Washington, where even expert fact-finders can 
easily get bogged down. 


Some of the biggest government scandals in recent 


years have occurred under the thick, protective blanket of 
official secrecy that had nothing whatsoever to do with mili- 
tary security.

In the corruption-ridden Reconstruction Finance Cor- 


poration, for instance, the public was not allowed to know 
who was applying for how much of a loan, what the terms 
of the loan were, and how the RFC members voted on it. 


Only after the deal had been made was a brief an- 


nouncement issued that such-and-such a firm had gotten a 
loan for so much. The RFC has since taken certain remed- 
ial steps, but things there are still hardly an open book. 


The Internal Revenue Bureau, also rocked by- recent 


revelations of corruption, has its own special secrecy blan- 
ket. 
Under its protection occurred shennanigans which 


rocked the country. 


Why fanning should be secret is a little hard to figure, 


but even the Agriculture'Department was recently hauled 
up for allowing some loan frauds to operate in its baili- 
wick. And a department official had the gall to say it was 
an administrative matter in which the public was not in- 
terested. 


Not interested, our eye! The public is completely in- 


terested in what its government is up to. It's only when 
government operations are so be-cloUded by secrecy that 
people can't make head or tail of them that they're liable 
to lose interest. 


And while we're on the subject, let's not forget for one 


minute whose government this is. It belongs to the people 
and no one else. -And every aspect of it—short of really 
top-secret military matters—should be on open display for 
all the people all the time.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Here's a Play Worth Remembering 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Very seldom do you get the 


chance to make the same type of 
play in a single hand for .three 
different reasons. This happened, 
however, to Fred Sheinwold In the 
recent tournament at Sacandaga 
Park. N. Y. 


West opened the ten of spades, 


and East naturally played the king. 
Sheinwold played low instead of 
winning the trick. He hoped that 
East's king was a singleton, in 
which case East would have to 
shift to a different suit, leaving the 
ace of spades in the South hand. 


This was actually the situation, 


and East shifted to the ten of 
hearts. Sheinwold played a low 
card on this trick also, but his 
reason was different. If West held' 
both the ace and queen of hearts, 
the situation was hopeless. 


West would then be able to es- 


:ablish and cash the spades. If 
West had only the ace of hearts, 
but not the queen, there could be 
no harm in playing low on the 
first round of that suit. After all, 
the ace might be blank. 


Once again luck was with de- 


clarer. West had to win with his 
blank ace of hearts. West returned 
a spade, and South won with the 
ace. He then led a low diamond 
from his hand. West played the 
eight of diamonds, and Sheinwold 
played a low diamond from the 
dummy instead of trying to win the 
trick. 


The reason this time was that 


at least one diamond trick had to 
be lost no matter how favorably 
the diamonds were located. De- 
clarer just wanted to make sure 
that he lost a diamond trick to 
East rather than to West. Since 
the eight' of diamonds was the low- 
est outstanding card of that suit, 
Sheinwold could feel fairly sure 
that East would be obliged to win 
the trick. 
, This, again, was a good guess.

In these columns I have re- 


peatedly written about the brown 
bears and the coastal grizzlies, 
kings among the bruin tribe, and 
have usually given 
the smaller 


black bear, a third or even less of 
Ursus' size and weight, the short 
end of the deal. 


But on one point, surprisingly 


enough, the common black bear 
tales honorable recognition. He's 
a* tough son of a gun to knock down 
and out. 


When we spotted a fat black on 


the beach last spring, I happened 
to be carrying the heavy-caliber 
rifle I had intended to use on 
brownies. This hard-hitting \veap- 
'on delivered a 300-craln slug fast 
enough to give almost two/ and a 
half tons of energy at the gun 
muzzle—enough to knock the will 
to live out of any creature on this 
•continent or on most others. 


The shot was easy, from the 


prone position at less 
than 100 


yards, the cross hairs of my scope 
square on the black's shoulder as 


I squeezed off. I was so confident 
that the black was kaput that I 
got up and started back for my 
camera, not even bothering to 
jack in another round. 


"Hey—he's up again I" shouted 


the guide. That 300-pound bear 
had absorbed a two-ton wallop 
and was staggering around like 
a punchy fighter. Finishing it was 
easy enough; but I doubt that I 
would be over my amazement yet 
if I hadn't seen similar cases of 
black bear toughness before. 


On three earlier occasions I had 


seen black bears 
weighing be- 


tween 250 and 450 pounds take 
the belt of bullets from 
strong- 


shooting ritlcs—.270, .30-06, even 
.300 Holland & Holland 
— 
and 


either not go down at all, or drop 
only for the count of one. This 
when they were hit not in the 
rump or the foot or some other 
non-vital section, 
but 
smacked 


squarely, in two of these cases 
with a shoulder broken and tre- 
'mendous damage in »he heart and 
lung areas. 


Perhaps they didn't get 
very 


far, but they got up and ran when 
almost any other animal similarly 
hit — and hit when completely 
unaware of any danger to sttmu 
late their adrenal glands—would 
have collapsed like a wet paper 
bag. 


The nervous system of the bear 


family, like that of the cats, re 
acts instantly and violently to any 


1 bullet. It is as if a shot of nervous 


electricity galvanized the bear's 
muscles. Except on spine or brain 
hits, if he drops at the blow the 
bear bounces up again on springs, 
or whirls roaring to snap at the 
wound, or breaks into a dead run. 


. Never have I seen in bears the 


stolid reaction offered by moose 
or mountain goats, for 
example 


with their slower reflexes. 


Some years ago I watched i 


rather small black bear hit square 
through the shoulder, the .270 call 
ber bullet as we discovered late 
fragmenting into the heart am 
lungs. .This shot was made at 
certainly no more than 50 yards, 
so that the bear received some 
2,500 foot pounds of bullet energy. 
Yet he did not go down, but started 
a sprint as if the gun crack had 
been that of a starting pistol. True, 
he traveled only 30 yards or so, 
and very possibly was dead In a 
merciful instant — but what qual- 
ity of toughness kept him on his 
feet? What reservoir of nerve pow- 
er was instantly tapped to drive 
him in that three-legged sprint? 


Hit in the same spot by the 


same bullet, certainly if hit by the 
heavier slug more fitting to his 
four times greater size, a brown 
bear would probably have dropped 
to the ground. 


Possessed of unbelievable vital- 


ity, he probably wouldn't have 
stayed there long, and his run ol 
recovery might well have been to< 
ward the hunter's gun rather than 
blindly away from It — but just 
what have these salmon-fed black 
bear* got that makes 'em so tough 
sometimes?

The American Heritage Founda- 


tion, sponsoring a national non- 
partisan register and vote cam- 


paign, reports that buttons read- 
ing: "My daddy is voting on No- 
vember 4, is yours?" are handed 
out by the Quaker Oats Co. oJ 
Peoria, 111., to an employe's chil- 
dren, when he registers. The firm 
also runs a get-out-and-vote drive 
in each of its 20 district plants. 


The Kellogg Co., Battle Creek.

Chinese Nationalists Raid

TAIPEH, Formosa—(APj — A 


Chinese Nationalist military source 
says about 20,000 island-based Na 
tionalist guerrillas are conducting 
commando-type raids "at leasl 
every other day" against the Com- 
munist mainland. 


The source, a general officer in 


the Mainland Works Department, 
said the guerrillas get supplies 
from Formosa and are in daily 
radio contact with Taiph« head- 
quarters. 


The Mainland Works Department 


is a little publicized branch of the 
Nationalist Defense Ministry. The 
department controls guerrilla i 
tivities on the islands skirting the 
mainland, along the Yunnan-Indo- 
China border and in south China. 


Tie Down Reds 


The general, who asked that his 


name not be used "because the 
Communists know too much about 
me already," said the purpose of 
the raids was to tie down regular 
Communist army troops so that 
"Peiping cannot use them in Korea 
or elsewhere." 


He said the guerrillas operate in 


small groups, staging

supply depots. 


"They burned 3,000 barrels of

This ends the,first skirmish be- 


tween Stevenson and his Republi- 
can opponent for the presidency. 
3en. Dwight D. Eisenhower. Next 
week. Stevenson heads westward 


while Eisenhower makes a cam 
paign swing through the South. 


Stevenson—possibly with an eye 


on Eisenhower's first trip—em- 
phasized civil rights and the-allied 
issue of the Senate filibuster in 
his last New York speeches. 


Pralnes Humphrey 


This is what he said: 
"The 
federal government has a 


direct responsibility to maintain 
progress by helping to secure equal 
rights for all our people . . . I 
have been impressed by the recent 
bill reported by Sen, Humphrey

ment of civil rights legislation. 


Roy Wilkins, administrator of the 


NAACP, quoted the general as say- 
ing he was opposed to the com- 
pulsory clauses. 


'He just couldn't come to the 


conclusion that that's the way to 
solve the problem," Wilkins added. 
Wilkins said Eisenhower told the 
delegation, however, that "every 
American is entitled to equal op-

And Stevenson had some other 


words'about the South. 


South Changing 


In a description of his vice-presi- 


dential running mate. Sen. John 
Sparkman of Alabama, the gover- 
nor said: 


"He is a leading representative 


of the new liberalism which is 
changing the face and the folk- 
ways of the South." 


Then, in a long discussion of* 


equal rights, he praised the prog- 
ress made in the Southern states, 
declaring: 


"Just as it is chastening to rea- 


alize our own failures and short- 
comings in the North, so is it both 
just and hopeful to recognize and 
idmit the great progress in the 
South. Things are taking place in 
the South today that would have 
seemed impossible only a few 
years ago." 


Stevenson aimed a shot at the 


Republicans on this issue by re- 
counting that in Illinois— 


"I have twice proposed a law 


setting up in our state an enforce- 
able Fair Employment Practices 
Commission. I am proud that the 
Democrats in our legislature voted 
almost solidly for the bill. 


Blames GOP 


"But I must report in simple 


ruth that the bill was lost in 
Springfield, 111., because of virtul- 
y solid opposition from the-party 
vhich claims descent from Abra- 
ham Lincoln." 


All these statements may have 


been designed to force Eisenhower, 
while he is in the South, to state 
his views publicly on civil rights 
and the fillibuster. 


Stevenson also- took a crack at 
lisenhower's running mate, Sen.
